DEVELOPMENTS ARE EXPECTED 


IN A FEW DAYS. 


Washington, June 13—Special—Everybody here is wait- 


ing for developments. It is admitted in official circles that 
something will happen before the close of the week. 
That 


something, of course, is the landing of the main body of the 
invading army in Cuba, and possibly a decisive battle with 
the Spanish forces. 
When the occurrences will take place is 


known to but few, and these will not tell, The scene of ac- 
tivity will doubtless be near Santiago, and its purpose will be 
the capture of that stronghold and the destruction of Cer. 
vera's fleet. There is an air of confidence at the war and 
navy departments that betokens a knowledge that there can 
be no misc image of the plans. 
The force sent to Santiago 


is adequate for any probable or possible emergency, and the 
orders are explicit except as to details, which are left to the 
discretion of the naval acd military commanders on the spot, 
who will be held responsible for results. 


The Press Censorship. 


Washington, June 13—Special—The press censorship 


established at Key West and Tampa is absolutely inefficient, 
and excites the ridicule of newspaper men. It is an easy 
matter for a wide awke correspondent to get any dispatch he 
may desire over the wires, and the censor is the victim of 
many practical jokes. As a rule correspondents get no con- 
traband information, for those who possess information worth 
telegraphing do not give it out until it is ripe for the public, 
while other classes of news is not worth transmitting. Legiti- 
mate agencies get all the news there is going just as they al- 
wajs did, and the "yellow journal" keep on manufacturing 
bogus dispatches the same as before. 
No attempt has been 


made to suppress any" legif'mate news as yet, nor is such an 
effort probable in the future. 


A Base of Supplies. 


Washington, June 13—Special—The fail of .Guantanamo 


is rpgarded as of great importance by strategists. The sea- 
son of of cyclones in the Carribean sea is at hand, and the 
fljet may require a harbor of refuge as well as a port in which 
necessary repairs can be made 
Excepting Santiago Guan 


tanamo is the best harbor for the purpose on the southern 
coast of Cuba. 
It may also be used as a base of. supplies. 


A small force will be able to protect it from attack, and 
supplies for the fleet and for the army can be landed there.- 
•without difficulty. 
It is probable that one or two of Samp 


son's vessels will remain in the harbor, while a detachment 
of regular troops will hold a position on the shore. No fean; 
of the recapture of the place are entertained as the Spanish 
troops will be urgently required elsewhere. 


The Fight at Guantanamo. 


Mole St. Nicholas, Hayti, June 13 -Special—It is be- 


lieved here that the number of Amei icans killed in the battle 
at Guantanamo will not exceed four. There is little doubt 
that Lieut. Shaw and Neville and their command have been 
captured, and are now prisoners. 
The Spanish force was 


undoubtedly composed of irregulars, whose method of warfare 
partakes very much of the Cuban bush tactics. News is 
momentarily expected of another fight. The Marblehead 
has prepared for it with small rapid firing guns, and such, 
measures have been taken thatwill make itacostlyundertaking 
for any Spanish force

Burr' of thU oity, were cremated at 
the Forest Home cemetery, Milwau- 
kee, at noon oa Friday. 


The funeral party 
>• hlch left bere 


on the 7 o'clock train Friday morning 
was in charge of Undertaker Frank 
D. Klmball. 
Arriving In Milwaukee 


at 9:30 o'clock the funeral precisian 
at once left the depot for the came- 
tery, where services were held at the 
chapel, which Is a betntlfui llttlo 
struotnro built of b-own atone,HtaincJ 
glass, with white marblu nod mihog- 
aoy wcod finishings. 


An ImpreMlvB Hnrvice. - 


The'.funeral p»rty, wuiuli occupied 


five carriages, took seats la front, the 
ooffln resting before the altar, on four 
brass column*, which atood about two 
fee*, from the floor and from which 
hung a handsome dark velvet curtain. 


At oouclnslou ol dlvlno service tho 


coffin slowly lowered Itself by the au- 
tomatic working of the brasa columns, 
which gradually bronght IV to the 
basement of the chapel. The funeral 
party, with the exception of the pall 
bearers, then returned to this city, 
the bearers walked to the basement 
and took the cofiln to a well con- 
struated and neat appearing room In 
the rear of thb chapel, lu which was 
located the retort or crcmition oven. 
Superintendent Currier, of the crema- 
tory, then removed the glus*, name 
plate, and haudlea of tbo coffin and 
then gained access to the "oven" by 
removing double 
Iron doors -anda 


•teel slide which were located about 
two feet apart. 


Ill the Itetort. 


The coffin and regains were then 


placed within, and although the oven 
wnn heated to H high temperature the 
atmosphere .*ua -is clear as the air 
about, ana no uuat whatever was felt 
by those ont&lde. 
By the aid of a 


torch and the fl 10 spraying of kero- 
sene the Inside of the oven was la au 
instant made a red hot furnace, nnd 
in one hour and sixteen minutes vuo 
remains and coflio were reduced to one 
lung streak of snow white ashes,which 
when gathered up weighed six pounds. 
Aside from the ashes nothing but a 
few nails of the coffin were to bo 
found. 


The ashes are left for fifteen hours 


so na to allow the oven to cool. Oa 
an average three bodies are cremated 
there eyory week, and the number la 
fast Increasing. 


A Uonvnrt to Cremation 


Frank D. Klmlmll, who as under- 


taker has interred as many bodlos as 
any undertaker in this section, says 
that after witnessing that sight he 
favors cremation a thousand times to 
burial, and believes that the day U 
not faraway when the majority of cit- 
izens will f tvor the same plan. 


The cremating o f the remains wag 


witnessed by two brothers of the alt. 
ceased and nnderteker F. D. Klmball, 
who viewed the process from glass 
openings In the sld*s. 


The sight was an Interesting and 


not sickly one. f jr the remains seemed 
not to burn, bnt to slowly vanish sur- 
rounded by a transparent Qame which 
mode no smoke. 


The oven is three feet wide by three 


feet high ard eight feet long, 
It re- 


quired two quarts of kerosene to com- 
plete the cremation, the total cost ioe 
oramatlng being $25.

that Gen. Shafter's expedition is now tnroute for Cuba. 
It 


is denied that the landing will be at Guantanamo, as that 
point is too far from Santiago and the roads between the two 
points are merely narrow mountain defiles over which it would 
be hazardous to conduct an army. 
The destination is doubt- 


less Jaragua, where a small harbor exists which can be guard- 
ed by the Cubans on shore while the Americans effect a land- 
ing- 
It is thought that by Wednesday at least the entire ex- 


pedition will be on Cuoan soil. 


The expedition comprises over fifteen thousand men and 


officers, all udder command of Gen. Seafter. 
The troops 


were convoyed by a large force of warships. The entire ex- 
pedition will unite at Dry Tortugas, and by sunset all will 
have left together for Cuba. 
Not the slightest fear is felt in 


official circles over an attack by Spanish vessels.

What Shall Be Done With Them.

nila by the Philippine insurgents, acting in concert with Ad- 
miral Dewey, has caused fresh tribulation among officials ' 
here. It precipitates the issue of whether or not an American 
pretectorate shall be established over the islands, -or whether 
they shall be seized by this government. 
It is the purpose 


to postpone these questions till after the close of the war, 
but thesR are some phases of the situation in the Philippines 
that may require a speedy settlement, and this is what is 
causing great anxiety.
